PROMINENT MILL MAN DEAD. 


Charles D. McDuffie, formerly of 
Lawrence, but for 22 years agent of the 
Manchester mills corporation of Man- 
chester, N. H., and during this time 
one of the most prominent figures in 
manufacturing circles in New England, 
died at the Sacred Heart hospital a few 
minutes before midnight Saturday 
night, after a short illness. His death 
was caused by a hemorrhage of the 
lungs. 

He was a native of Rochester, N. H., 
and entered a cotton mill in Lowell 
when 20 years of age. He went to Cal- 
ifornia in 1852 in search of gold but 
remained only a year, resuming work 
in New England mills. 

From 1875 to 1880 he was agent of the 
Everettt mills in this city.. 

In 1850 he married Miss Lena B. Dur- 
gin of Lowell, the fruit of their union 
being two sons, Frederick Z., treasurer 
of the. York manufacturing company 
of York, Me., and of the Everett mills 
at Lawrence, and located in Boston, 
and Chartes Harry of Manchester, a 
graduate of Harvard, and at present 
learning manufacturing In this city. 
Mrs. McDuffie survives her husband.

The payment of 
five cents doesn’t give one the right 
to sing, yell, play a mouth-organ 
or te -contribute-in any other un- 
necessary manner to the distress of 
others, The frequent disposition 
of “gangs” of youths to “rough 
house.” cars is becoming too man- 
ifest. Trolley parties of most any 
kind may be made delightful, but 
unless they charter a “special” 
they should remember that other 
patrons have rights that should be 
respected. It might- be well for 
the car conductors to make a men- 
tal note of this.” 

A lady, who had spent nearly a week 
in a trolley party, which had travelled 
all over New England, was particularly 
severe in applying the above to the 
trolley travellers she met upon the 
Merrimack Valley cars. We fear her 
strictures were all too true.

The Boston and Maine railroad is 
abolishing: the fhower gurdens at the 
stations and in their place is substitut- 
ing shrubbery which is of a neater and 
more. decorative appearance? One 
great advantage of shrubbery over the 
flowers is that it holds a neat appear- 
ance throughout the year, summer and 
Winter alike. All that it needs is to 
be attended to in the spring and it is 
immediate in its response to the 
warmth, While the plants that have 
been heretofore mostly used in the sta- 
tion gardens, have to be planted in the 
spring, they remain dormant for about 
a month and when in bloom are very 
good but soon the frost of fall comes 
and the plants take on a poor appear- 
ance and are anything but ornamental, 
The adoption has a manifold attrac- 
tion. First it makes pleasing display 
and second it encourages the cultiva- 
tion of trees by residents near the 
Stations. A scarcity of timber is pre- 
dicted especially for railroad ties and 


in-a few years the trees now being set | 


out by the road and the residents would 
yield a supply of lumber to be used for 
ties. 

About 10,000 Catalpa trees have been 

set out this.year and a great number 
of chestnut shrubs. 
._ In this city the B. and M. has estab- 
lished a green house and connected 
with it is a nursery. : The house _ is 
about 45 by 18 feet but‘Ys far too small, 
‘It will be greatly enlarged next» sea- 
son. It is situated on the Boston and 
Maine field near the tracks, just south 
of Andover street. Adjacent to the, 
house is a plot of land of. about one 
acre. The perennials and shrubbery 
‘are propagated in ‘the house-under-the 
care of Gardener Daniel Desmond of 
Reading who has employed with him, 
five mien. . These men do their own 
grafting and-so far have met with fine 
success, From the house during the 
few months that it has been in opera- 
tion 12.000 plants have been taken out 
into the open earth and 35,000 others 
are now in the nursery. 

In the garden where the plants and 


shrubbery are put after being ‘taken 
fromthe nursery everything is in a 
flourishing condition. This space 


which ‘is allotted is not sufficient for 
the cultivation of.the growths which it 
is desirable to have. 

Next year the grounds willbe ex-: 
tended. The house will probably. be 
made several hundred feet longer. The 


best. work cannot be gotten from. they 


present place however but when the es- 
tablishment is as large as the road 
needs fine results-may be expected in 
the line of shrubbery. °

| search for the body was at once begun. 
Many relatives of the’ young man 
| who lost his life, are employed in the 
| Washington mills, and after the acci- 
| dent about a dozen of them procured 
boats and went out upon the river be- 
low the Duck bridge to search for the 
body. In the party was a brother of 
the victim, Joseph Najam. 

The scene which followed the tragedy 
was heart rending: The young man’s 
sister and his aunt, Barbarra George 
of 325 Oak street, upon hearing the sad 
news, hastened to the Duck bridge 
where they were seized with a fit of 


hysterics. ~The sister threw her hands 
into the air, tore her hair, and 
| screamed; and begged to be allowed 


to follow her brother. Once _ she 
gained the railing of the bridge and 
was about to leap over it when she 
was caught and pulled away by a 
friend who was in the gathering. Both 
women took on terribly and it was a 
difficult task to persuade them to leave 
the bridge. It was after 1 o'clock 
when they were finally started for 
chome, and as they passed through the

It now looks as though the electric 
line to Canobie lake through this town 
would not be completed as soon as 
was expected.

The track was put 
in, however, and now the owners of 
teams Say the hill was never in better 
condition for teaming as far. as they 
can remember... <The block paving, in- 
stead of being slippery to the horses, 
as was expected, furnish a solid footing 
for them, so that they can pull a load 
up the hill-better than before.
